The Sinking of the Ship and the 
Camp on the Ice-—Seaworthiness of 
the Jeannette. 


WASHINGTON, Oct 20.—Lieutenant | 


Danenhower resumed his narrative be- 
fore the Jeannette Board of Inquiry 
this morning. He said that.about 5 
P.M.on June 12th a very heavy ice 
pressure was felt. Witness saw Mr. 
Dunbar come on deck from the ward- 
room with his knapsack, and felt that 
the crisis had come; went below and 
brought up his own (witness’) Knap- 
sack and threw it into the cabin. 
At that moment met Dr. Ambler, who 
said loudly: ‘The order is 
to abandon the ship.’

Two New Artesian Wells that Pour 
Forth Living Streams. 

Rev. C. F. Loop of Pomona was in 
the city a few days since and a reporter 
gathered a few items in reference to 
that locality from him. Since the big 
artesian well was struck by Mr. Cath- 
cart several other wells have been 
sunk. Mr. Loop immediately set about 
sinking one on his own place, and last 
week was rewarded by a fine flow of 


water. He selected the highest point | 
on his grounds and at a depth of fifty feet 
struck’ artesian water. He con- 
tinued sinking, however, to the 


depth of 135 feet, when he obtained a 
satisfactory flow. At a depth of four 
feet above the surface of the ground his 
well gives a flow of one and a-half 
inches, and for use is equal to about fif- 
teen miner’s inches.’ With this well 
Mr. Loop can reach every foot of his 
lands, and has volumne enough for all 
practical purposes of irrigation, and 
makes his tract a very valuable one. It 
is situated about a mile north of the big 
Cathcart well. Mr. Mills also opened a 
well in the same neighborhood a few 
days since, getting a flow of one and a- 
quarter inches. Pomona has become 
independent of water or other necessi- 
ties, and has a very bright future before 
her.
